' Every walk of life supplies the dop« 
'industry with victims. 


The things that breed the habit are, 


'?-<! many as types of men and women 
who fall. 


One thing I learned in my investi- 


gation. the very jail that is supposed 
to shut the -dope user off from so- 
iciety is a breeding place, a veritable 
initiation hall—for many. 


Runaway lads from the small towns, 


-thrown into tanks with drug vic- 
tims— 


Drunks, vagrants of all sorts— 
These frequently have taken their 


first step after associations made in 
the friendly jail tanks. 


Early in the night the boys come 


sn. ' Then the drunks. 
Finally the 


addicts running mad on their drugs. 


In our cell the 'first arrivals were 
three dope fiends, young men, begin- 
ners in dope, chuckling because' they 
had smuggled cocaine and morphine 
into Jail for use^over night by pasting 
'the stuff in the soles of their shoes. 
•silent in a corner of the cell, staring 


An old timer joined them and sat 


lin contempt. Then came a dapper 
young chap they all seemed to know. 
'I learned he was a pickpocket just 
out of prison. . Xext followed two 
TDOVS from the 
country. 
I judged 
they had run away from home- 


When the lights of the prison were 


•turned out a faint ray remained to 
jour cell. Under this the hop heads 
•began., to "shoot." 
First they softly 


cooked their morphine in a. 
spoon 


;with a few drops 
of water. 
The 


•spoon vias held over a lighted match. 
Then they sucked the drug into an 
•ordinary medicinal dropper. 


The first dope fiend, a tall, thin 


6-outh of 24 qr 25, bared his arm to 
ithe elbow and held it under the thin 
ray of light that~slanted through the 
Ebarred ceiling 
Another addict passed 


-him a safety pin. 
He slagged his 


arm with this and thrust the end of 
rthe medicinal dropper into the open 
wound, pressing the bulb and sending 
the drug- charging through his veins. 


The two addicts followed him. They 
repeated their "shots." Aroundxthat 
slender ray of light they became the

St. Louis Welcomes 
Rotary Delegates 
From Many Nations 


ST, LOUIS, June 
18.—Delegates 


representing 1,450 clubs located In 28 
countries of the world, with member- 
ships totalling approximately 90.000, 
are gathering here today to attend 
the opening of the fourteenth annual 
convention of International Rotary. 


This shows the growth of Kthe or- 


ganization,.'for it was in 1905 that 
four men met In Chicago and formed 
the first club. These were a coal deal- 
er, a mining operator, a merchant 
tailor and an attorney. 
They called 


the cluh "Rotary" because the 
mem- 


bers met in rotation at their places 
of business. 


It was not until 1908 that the sec- 


ond if tary Club was formed in San 
Francisco. 
Then the movement be- 


gan to spread until there were 16 
clubs in the United States in 
1910, 


when the first convention was held in 
Chicago. 


Since 1912 
the 
organization 
has 


grown even more rapidly than during 
the first seven years. 
Although the 


greater number of clubs are in the 
United States, and the British Isles 
and Canada—there are now Rotary 
Clubs in Newfoundland, Porto Rico, 
Mexico,. Cuba, Republic of Panama, 
Uruguay, Argentine Republic, China, 
Norway, British India, Spain, France, 
Denmark, Australia, New Zealand, 
Hawaii, 
Philippine 
Islands, 
Peru 


South Africa, 
Japan, 
Holland, and 


Brazil. 


Each Rotary Club is a 
complete 


working unit in itself a part of the 
community in which it is established 
and to adapt itself to the peculiar 
problems of that community Dur-

A system of arbitrary grouping of] 


clubs in what are called districts has 
been adopted. There are 41 Rotary 
districts in the world at the present 
time. 
Each district has a governor 


who is elected by the annual conven- 
tion from nominations made by clubs 
of the district, and the governor is an 
international officer and the accredit- 
ed representative of the international 
bqard to the clubs.

That a majority of the workers 
prefer it. 
That It Imposes no unreasonable 
hardship on the men. 
That it is not an injury to the em- 
ployes, physically, mentally or moral- 
ly. 
Investigated Thoroughly. . 


, I came to this steel town, founded 
and fathered by the czar of the steel 
industry, whose ' name 'it bears, to- find 
if Gary, the town, agreed with Gary, 
the raan, on these questions. 
My conclusion, after inquiry extend- 
ing through the mills, through .the 
business," iommerciaj^'socaij.and "cEsSg 
-organizations of'theTjo'wn." and cover- 
big scores, of- workers and ordinary 
citizens, is that:

Gary, the steel man, does not voice 
the beliefs of Gary, the steel town!

" "Of the more than 12,000 men now 
employed in the mills here, between 
60 and 70 per cent, -.vork a 12-hour 
day. The large percentage of the re- 
mainder work 10 hours. 
"The result is that they have op.- 
portunity for""neither home nor com- 
munity life. They have no time for 
recreation. 
They are merely slaves 
to their jobs. 
It is bad for them 
m'entally, physically, r morally. It is. 
not only bad for them Individually. 
but it is bad for the town and the 
whole community." 
Gary, with its population of 65,000, 
made up of 25 nationalities, might be 
expected to demonstrate something of 
the possibilities of the "melting pot" 
in which diverse races are supposed 
to be bfonded into Americans. 
Gary's a Furnace. 
But Gary is not melting pot. It is 
a furnace which burns men out. not a 
crucible in- which they are blended. 
The difference, sociologists insist, is 
chiefly due to the daily 1^-hour heat. 
After a 12-hour day In the mills, a 
man has just two desires — to eat. then 
sleep. Recreation? Study? Interest 
in community or civic affairs? Social 
contact with other men? First the 
ability then the desire for th<?se are 
burned out of him by Iris" 12-hour 
workday. Food, then rest, the'i back 
to the' mills again- That is his life. 
This not only six days a week, but 
for approximately half of the 12- 
hour-day men seven days a week- 
The insult 5s a minimum of

ling between the diverse groups and 
nationalities that make up this super- 
industrial city. A community of.more 
than a score .of distinct "sections," 
the inhabitants of which soon lose all 
interest in ^qr desire to know" better 
the bthe'r-groups or individuals "which 
make up this city of slaves to steel. 
Distort* Workers' Views. 
"The workmen," Judge Gary stated 
in his report, "prefer the longer hours 
because it permits larger cor.tpensa- 
tion per day." 
That point of view, so far as I 
could, learn, somewnat distorts the 
attitude of even those men who do 
acquiesce in the 12-hour day.* As 
they put it, they prefer the 12-hour 
day because at the present hourly 
scale for unskilled labor they could 
not earn enough to support their fam- 
ilies on an 8 or 10-hour day. They 
approve the 12-hour cay 'not because 
it gives them "larg'er compensation,"* 
but because it gives them enough to 
live.An S-hour day at the present scale, 
all agree, is impossible. What Is de- 
sired is an 8-hour day s.t a living 
wage. 
"The 12-hour day." a man closely 
in touch with the situation in the big 
Illinois Steel Co's plant here, declar- 
ed, "results in a tremendous loss 
through inefficiency and labor turn- 
over. The men enter the mills to 
serve a 12-hour sentence. There la no 
enthusiasm and little loyalty. . 
Most Take It Easy. 


"Insteai of ^trying- to produce the 
best and mosf»*that is in .them, they 
try to get by with a, minimum. They 
'say, probably with truth, .that they 
cannot work at- full -speed 'for 12 
hours. -They must slack, take it easy, 
kill time, in-, order to hold through 
their long tricks. The loss of produc- 
tiveness through that :one factor, .in 
•my judgment, almost if not complete- 
ly, offsets the added output of a 12- 
hour as against an 8-hour day." 
But as a social problem the 12- 
hour day is even more important than 
as an Industrial one. 
Judge Gary 
seeks to lower the immigration bars, 
to let in more immigrants, while the 
city of Gary is finding that the 12- 
hour .day he imposes in his industry is 
the 'greatest single barrier- to the 
Ar»2rlcanization of foreigners already 
here.
